This  past  year  saw  several  firsts  in  BLM  operations  which  may  be 
of  interest: 

The  value  of  timber  sold  during  the  fiscal  year  set  a  record  of 
$16,844,379.  This  was  due  to  the  good  market  during  most  of  the 
year,  but  which  finally  collapsed  late  this  spring.  The  highest  bid 
ever  recorded  at  a  district  auction  brought  $149  per  thousand  board 
feet  for  Douglas-fir.  Sales  value  more  than  doub led  thatof  any 
previous  year. 

We  enjoyed  the  lowest  fire  incidence  record  in  10  years.  The  rains 
in  August  1968,  put  a  damper  on  the  fire  season. 

A  very  good  tree  seed  crop  in  1968,  resulted  in  many  recent  cut 
over  areas  being  well  stocked  with  young  seedlings  this  spring. 

They  have  survived  the  summer  very  well  and  as  a  result,  we  will  do 
less  planting  than  we  originally  planned.  Estimates  are  that  planting 
needs  for  this  year  were  reduced  by  75%  in  the  south  half  of  the 
district  and  by  25%  in  the  north  half. 

A  landscape  management  plan  survey  was  initiated  on  BLM  lands  adjacent 
to  the  North  Umpqua  River  above  Glide.  This  first  effort  is  aimed 
at  achieving  balanced  use  of  all  resources,  aesthetic  as  well  as 
timber  along  this  scenic  stretch  of  the  North  Umpqua  River. 

We  in  the  BLM  appreciate  the  efforts  of  many  people  outside  the  organi¬ 
zation  who  have  enabled  us  to  report  success  in  this  annual  report.  Of 
particular  value  to  us  this  past  year  has  been  the  counsel  of  our 
District  Advisory  Board  members.  The  current  Board  is  listed  in  this 
report.  They  are  truly  an  integral  and  valued  part  of  our  organization. 

I  hope  this  annual  report  on  BLM  activities  in  the  Roseburg  District  will 
be  of  interest  to  you.  It  is  one  way  we  can  keep  you  informed  of  the 
activities  and  accomplishments  of  the  Bureau  of  Land  Management  -  a  public 
agency  devoted  to  conservation  and  wise  use  of  the  public  land  resources.

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RECREATION 


Recreationists  traveling  the  North  Umpqua  Highway  in  1973  will  have  the 
opportunity  to  use  a  fine  new  BIM  campground.  The  Swiftwater  Recreation 
Area  will  be  constructed  on  the  south  side  of  the  North  Umpqua  River 
directly  across  from  Rock  Creek.  Features  of  this  site,  in  addition  to  the 
fine  fishing  and  camping  in  the  forest,  will  be  fully  modern  trailer  camp¬ 
ing  and  picnic  spots,  electricity,  water,  sewers,  telephones,  and  fish 
cleaning  facilities. 

The  BIM  -  Johnny  Horizon  anti- litter  program  has  received  enthusiastic 
support  from  various  local  groups.  Rockhounds,  skindivers,  scouts,  and  the 
Douglas  County  road  department  have  aided  in  the  cleanup  of  public  lands.

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FOREST  INVENTORY 


The  District  has  completed  a  reinventory  of  its  timber  resource,  1*29 
permanent  plots  have  been  established  on  the  U23*977  acres  in  the  District, 
The  reinventory  was  done  using  a  new  technique  developed  by  the  Fhcific 
Northwest  Experiment  Station  which  employs  a  mixture  of  variable  and  fixed 
plot  cruising.  Besides  providing  information  on  timber  volume,  the 
inventory  will  yield  data  on  timber  quality,  age,  density,  size,  vigor, 
risk,  and  growth.  The  last  inventory  was  completed  in  1962.
